The William Daniels House is a simple 19th-century vernacular building 
with a tall and narrow profile. The single bay facade has paired win- 
dows with recent l-over-1 sash and a later screened-in Tuscan- 

columed porch which wraps around the right to an entry located in the 
front wall of a one-and-one-half story right ell. The house has plain 
corner boards, a plain entablature, and a bed molding under the over- 
hanging eaves. The molded cornice shows a partial return, but there 
is a molding carried across the rakes to suggest a pedimented peak.
